COST ACCOUNTING RECORDS (SODA ASH) RULES, 
1976 

S.O. 1720. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 642, read with clause (d) of sub-section 
(1) of section 209, of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), 
the Central Government makes hereby the following rules, 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be 
called the Cost Accounting Records (Soda Ash) Rules, 1976, 


(2) They shall come into force on 1st day of June 1976. 


2. Application. — They shall apply to every company engag- 
ed in the pioduction, piocessing or manufacture of soda ash 
in any form that is to say, light, dense and medium dense 
and conforming to I.S.I. Specifications, 

3, Maintenance of records. — (1) Every company to which 
these rules apply shall in respect of each of its financial year 
on or after the 1st day of June, 1976, keep proper books of 
accounts containing inter alia the particulars specified in Sche- 
dules I and II annexed to these rules i elating to utilisation 
of materials, labour and other items of cost in so far as these 
are applicable to the soda ash referred to in 2: 


Provided that if the aid company is manufacturing any other 
products or is engaged in other activities in addition to soda 
ash, the particulars relating to the utilisation of materials, 
labour and other items of cost in so far as they are applicable 
to such other products or activities shall not be included in 
the cost of any of the forms of soda ash referred to in rule 
2 . 

(2) The books of account referred to in sub-rule (1) shall 
be kept in such a way as to make it possible to calculate the 
cost of production and cost of sale of any of the forms of 
soda ash referred to in rule 2 during a financial year (herein- 
aftep referred to as the relevant period) from the particulars 
entered therein and every such books of account and the 
proformae specified in Schedule If shall be completed within 
ninety days from the end of the financial year of the company 
to which they relate. 

(3) It shall be the duty of every person referred to in sub- 
section (6) and sub-section (7) of section 209 of the Companies 
Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) to take all reasonable steps to secure 
compliance by the company with the provisions of sub-rules 
(1) and (2) in the same manner as they are liable to maintain 
financial accounts inquired under sub-section (1) of section 
209 of the said Act. 

4. Penalty. — If a company contravenes the provisions of 
rule 3, the company and every officer thereof who is in de- 
fault, Including the persons referred to in sub-rule (3) of 
that rule, shall be punishable with fine which may extend 
to five hundred rupees and, where the contravention is a 
continuing one, with a further fine which may extend to fifty 
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rupees for every day after the first during which such cont- 
ravention continues. 

SCHEDULE I 
(See rule 37) 

I Materials ; 

(a) Raw Materials. — Proper records shall be maintained 
showing all receipts, issues and balances both in quantities 
and cost of each item of raw material required and actually 
used in the production, processing of manufacturing of soda 
ash in any form. These records for raw materials shall con- 
tain such details as to enable the company to determine the 
quantity, cost of receipts (including all direct charges upto the 
works), issues and balances of each item of raw material. 
The basis on which the said quantities and costs have been 
calculated shall be indicated in the cost records, 

(b) Salt and Limestone. — Where salt is manufactured by 
the company in its own salt works, separate records showing 
the cost of manufacture of the same shall be maintained in such 
details as may enable the company to fill up the particulars 
in Anncxure IV or In any form as near thereto as practicable. 
Where limestone is raised from mines owned or leased by the 
company or by its wholly owned subsidiary, separate records 
showing the cost of raising the limestone shall be maintained 
in such details as may enable the company to fill up the 
particulars in Annexure V or in any other form as near 
thereto as practicable. 

(c) Process materials. — Proper records shall be maintained 
to show the receipts, issues and balances, both in quantities 
and costs of each item of process materials such as Ammonia, 
Hydrogen Sulphide, Carbon Dioxide or other materials. The 
costs shall Include all direct charges upto works, wherever 
specifically incurred. The issues shall be pttoperly identified 
with the departments, cost centres and products manufactured. 

In case process materials /chemicals required in the pro- 
duction of other process chemicals/3oda ash are manufactured 
by the company separate records showing the cost of manufac- 
ture of such Items Indicating the break-up of raw materials 
consumed for the production as well as conversion costs 
shall be maintained In proforma ‘A’ of schedule H or In any 
other proforma as near thereto as may enable the company 
to determine the cost of such process materials/chemicals 
produced. 

In case any process chemical like Caustic Soda which Is 
already covered under the Cost Accounting Records Rules 
prescribed is manufactured by the company, proper records 
shall be maintained as per those rules so as to arrive at the 
cost of such Item. 

(d) Recoveries of Process chemicals, — Proper records shall 
be maintained indicating the quantity and cost of the chemicals 
recovered in the different processes. In the case of certain 
chemicals thus recovered which cannot be used back In the 
process or disposed of wlihout processing adequate records 
of cost involved for such further processing shall be main- 
tained. Sales realisation, if any, on account of disposal of 
such items may be indicated in the records and necessary ad- 
justment carried out In the cost of relevant chemicals/process. 

(e) Consumable stores, small tools, machinery squares, etc, 

(i) Proper records shall be maintained to show the 
receipts, issues and balances, both In quantities and cost 
of each Item of consumable stores, small tools and machlneify 
spares. The costs shall Include all direct charges upto works 
wherever specifically Incurred. 

(ii) In the case of consumable stores, and small tools, the 
costs of which are insignificant, the company may, if it so 
desires, maintain such records for the main group of such 
items. 

(Ill) The cost of issues of consumable stores, small tools 
and machinery spares shall be chaijged to the relevant heads 
of each item of consumable stores, small tools and machinery 
repairs to buildings, materials consumed on capital works such 


as additions to bulldings> plant and machinery and other 
assets shall be shown under relevant capital heads. 

(f) Wastage, spoilages, rejections, losses etc. of materials. — 
Proper records shall be maintained showing the quantity and 
cost of wastages, spoilages, rejections, aqd losses of raw 
materials process materials, consumable stores, small tools 
and machinery spares, whether in transit, storage, manufac- 
ture or for any other reason. The method followed fori ad- 
justing the above losses as well as the income derived from 
the disposal of rejected and waste materials including spoil- 
ages, if any, in determining the cost of the product shall be 
indicated id the cost records. 

II. Salaries and wages : 

(a) Proper records shall be maintained to show the atten- 
dance and earnings of all employees and the departments or 
cost centres and the work on which they are employed. 

The records shall also indicate separately : — 

(i) Overtime wages earned; 

(ii) Piece-rate, wages earned; 

(iil) incentive wages earned either individually or collec- 
tively as production bonus or under any other 
scheme based on output; and 

(iv) earnings of casual labour. 

(d) Idle time shall be separately recorded under classifi- 
ed headings indicating the reasons therefor. The method fol- 
lowed for accounting of Idle time payments in determining the 
cost of the products shall be disclosed in the cost records. 

(c) Any wages and salaries allocable to capital works such 
as additions to plant and machinery, buildings or other fixed 
assets shall be accounted for under the relevant capital heads. 

III. Service department expenses : 

Detailed records shall be maintained to indicate expenses In- 
curred for each service department or cost centre. These ex- 
penses shall be apportioned to other service and production 
departments on an equitable basis and applied consistently, 

IV. Utilities : 

(a) Water. — Proper records showing the quantity and cost 
of water treated and consumed for the manufacture of soda 
ash in different departments or cost centres shall be main- 
tained in such detail as may enable the company to furnish 
the necessary particulars in Annexure T. The cost of treated 
water allocated shall be on a reasonable basis and applied 
consistently. 

(b) Steam— Where steam is mised by the company, proper 
records showing the quantity and cost of steam raised and 
consumed for the production of soda ash in different de- 
partments or cost centres shall be maintained in such de- 
tails as may enable the company to furnish the necessary 
particulars in Annexure II. The cost of steam consumed by 
the soda ash and other units of the company shall be cal- 
culated on a reasonable basis and applied consistently. Whore 
Steam Is raised and supplied by any other unit of the com- 
pany to the soda ash plant, the cost of steam so supplied 
shall be charged to the soda ash activity on a reasonable 
basis and applied consistently. 

(c) Power. — Proper records shall be maintained for the 
quantity and cost of power purchased. Where power is 
generated by the company itself, adequate records shall be 
maintained to show the cost of power generated and consum- 
ed for the production of soda ash in different departments 
and cost centres in such details as may enable the company 
to furnish the necessary particulars in Annexure m. 

Where power Is generated and supplied by any other unit 
of the company to the soda ash plant, adequate records shall 
be maintained to assess the quantity and cost of power so 
supplied. The rate charged by that unit shall be on a reason- 
able basis and applied consistently. The cost of power alio- 
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catcd to production of soda ash shall be on a reasonable basis 
and applied consistently. 

(d) Refrigeration. — In ease refrigeration service Is provid- 
ed, adequate records showing the cost of such service shall 
be maintained The basis of allocation to different process/ 
products shall be reasonable and consistent. 

V. Workshop/repairs and maintenance : 

Propel 1 records showing the expenditure Incurred by the 
workshop under different heads and on repairs and mainten- 
ance by the various departments and cost centres shall be 
maintained. The records shall also indicate the basis of 
charging the workshop expenses to different departments and 
cost centres. Expenditure on major repair works from which 
benefit is likely to accrue for more than one financial year 
shall be shown separately in the cost records indicating the 
method of accounting in determining the cost of soda ash 
manufactured during the relevant period, 

Expenditure incurred on works of a capital nature shall be 
capitalised. The cost of such jobs shall Include 
the expenditure on material, labour and a 
share of the overheads. These jobs carried out by the work- 
shop of soda ash unit for other units of the company and 
vice-versa shall be charged on a reasonable basis and ap- 
plied consistently. 

VI. Depreciation : 

(a) Proper records shall be maintained showing the cost 
and other particulars of fixed assets in respect of which dep- 
reciation is to be provided. These records shall inter afia 
indicate the cost of each item of asset including installation 
charges, if any, the date of installation and rate of deprecia- 
tion, In respect of those assets, the original cost of acquisi- 
tion of which cannot be ascertained without an unreasonable 
expenditure of delay, the valuation shown in the books on the 
first day of the financial year beginning on or after the com- 
mencement of these rules shall be taken as the opening 
balance, 


(b) The basis on which depreciation is calculated and 
allocated to the various departments, cost centres and to 
products shall be clearly indicated in the records. Deprecia- 
tion chargeable to the different departments and cost centres 
shall not be less than the amount of depreciation chargeable 
in acordance with the provisions of sub-section (2) of section 
205 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) and shall re- 
late to plant, machinery and other fixed assets utilised in 
such departments and cost centres. In case the amount 
of depreciation churgcd in the cost records ip any financial 
year is higher than the amount of depreciation chargeable 
under the aforesaid provisions of the Companies Act, 1956. 
the amount so charged in excess and the incidence of such 
excess depreciation on the unit cost of production shall be 
indicated clearly in the cost records. The cumulative depre- 
ciation charged in the records against any individual item of 
asset shall not. however, excess the original cost of the res- 
pective assets. 


VTI. Overheads ; 

(a) Proper record shall be maintained showing the various 
items of expenses comprising overheads. These expenses shall 
be analysed, classified, and grouped into works administra- 
tion and selling and distribution overheads. Where the 
company is engaged in the manufacture of any other products 
in addition to soda ash, the records shall clearly indicate the 
basis followed for apportionment of common overheads in- 
cluding head office expenses of the company to the soda ash 
activity and other activities, Tn case any expense included 
in the above categories of overheads can be identified with a 
particular activity on product, such expenses shall he segregat- 
ed and charged to the relevant activity or product at the 
first instance and thereafter the common expenses under the 
above categories Of overheads shall be allocated on a equit- 
able basis and applied consistenly. Overheads allocable to 
capital works shall be indicated separately in the cost records. 
The method followed for the levy and absorption of the 
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above categories of overheads to the product shall be indi- 
cated in the cost records. The basis followed for levy and 
absorption of the overheads shall be equitable and applied 
consistently. 

(b) Selling overheads comprising selling and distribution 
heads in respect of soda ash in different forms of soda ash 
referred to in rule 2 shall be shown in the cost statements 
relating to the different products. In the case of common 
selling expenses, the basis on which sitch expenses have been 
allocated to the different product shall be shown in the cost 
records. 

VI IT. Research and development expenses : 

Proper records showing the details of expenses, if any, in- 
curred by the company for the research and development or 
soda ash according to the nature, namely, development of pro- 
ducts existing and new, processes existing and new; design 
and development of plant facilities, market research for the 
existing and new products, shall be maintained separately. 
Wherever the utility of such research expense extends over 
more than one financial year such expenses shall be treated 
as deferred expenses and charged to the cost of the products 
on an equitable basis which is to be followed consistently. 
The method of charging these expenses to the current cost 
of production during the year shall be indicated in the rele- 
vant cost records and such expenses shall be charged to the 
soda ash and other products on a reasonable basis and ap- 
plied consistently. 

IX. Expenses on export : 

Proper records showing the expenses incurred on the export 
of soda ash, if any, shall be separately maintained, so that 
the cost of export sales cim be determined correctly. The 
expenses incurred on exports as well as on any export in- 
centives earned shall be reflected in the cost statement relat- 
ing to export sales. 

X. By-products : 

Proper records shall be maintained for each item of by- 
product, if any, produced showing the receipts. Issues and 
balances both in quantity and value. The basis adopted for 
valuation of by-products for giving credit to the respective 
process shall be equitable and consistent. Records indicat- 
ing the expenses incurred on further processes, if any, as 
well as the actual sales realisation of by-products shall be 
maintained. 

XI. Soda ash transferred for captive consumption : 

Pioper records shall be maintained showing the quantity 
and cost of sodH ash transferred to other departments or 
units of the company for captive consumption. Such trans- 
fers shall be effected at cost and shall be disclosed in the 
cost tecords. 


XII. Packing : 

Proper records shall be maintained showing the quantity 
and cost of various packing materials such as gunny/poly- 
thene bugs and for wages and other expenses incurred for 
packing the finished product for the marketing of soda ash. 
Where such expenses are incut red in common for other pro- 
ducts including soda ash, the basis of apportioning the expen- 
ses between the relevant products shall be clearly indicated in 
the cost records and applied consistently. Detailed records 
of the expenses incurred on export packing shall also bo kept 
separately and exhibited in the relevant cost statements for 
exports. 

XII I . W'ork-in-progrcss and financial goods stocks : 

The method followed for determining the cost of work-in- 
progress and finished goods stocks shall be indicated in the 
cost records so as to reveal the cost elements that have been 
taken into account in such computation. The method adopt- 
ed shall be followed consistently. 
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XIV. Cost statement : 

(a) If the company manufactures for sale or for its own 
use soda ash in any form, the costs shall be shown separa- 
tely for each type in proforma ‘B’ of Schedule TT. 

(b) Where more than one product arises from a process(es) 
as for example Ammonium Chloride, the costs shall be allo- 
cated to the joint products on some reasonable basis and 
shall be consistently applied during the relevant period. The 
basis on which such joint costs arc allocated to the different 
products arising from the proccss(es) shall be indicated in 
the cost records and the costs shall be shown in Proforma 
‘B’ of Schedule II. 

(c) The cost of material arising from a process which 
forms the raw material for a subsequent process shall bo 
valued at cost of production upto the previous stage as speci- 
fied in proforma ‘A’ of Schedule II. 

(d) Exports of soda ash shall be exhibited in separate 
cost statement in Proforma ‘C of Schedule II and the same 
excluded from the cost statements meant for sales in internal 
market. 

XV. Production records : 

Quantitative records of all finished and packed produc- 
tion, issues for sales and business of different types of soda 
ash produced by the company shall be maintained. The cost 
of all finished and packed production shall be kept in detail 
for each type of product. 

XVI. Reconciliation of cost and financial accounts : 

The cost iecords shall be reconciled periodically with the 
financial books of account so ns to ensure accuracy. Varia- 
tions, if any, bhall be clearly Indicated and explained. The 
period for which such reconciliation is effected shall not ex- 
ceed the period of the financial year of the company. The 
reconciliation shall be done in such a manner that the profit- 
ability of the product under reference can be correctly ad- 
judged and reconciled with the overall profits of the company. 
A statement showing the total expenses incurred and the in- 
come received by the company and the share applicable to 
the soda ash activity shall be maintained in Proforma ‘D* of 
Schedule II duly reconciled with the financial accounts. 


XVII. Adjustment of cost variances : 

Where the company maintains cost records on any basis 
other than actuals, such as standard costing, the records shall 
indicate the procedure followed by the company in working 
out the cost of the products under such procedures. The 
method followed for adjusting the cost variances in determin- 
ing the actual cost of the product shaU be indicated clearly 
in the cost iecords. The cost variances shall be shown against 
the relevant heads in the respective pioformae of Schedule II. 
The reasons foi variances shall be Indicated in the cost re- 
cords. 


XVIII. Records of physical verification : 

Records of physical verification shall be maintained in res- 
pect of all items held in stock such as raw materials, chemi- 
cals, packing materials, consumable stores, machinery spares, 
fuels, finished goods and fixed assets. Reasons for shortages 
or surpluses arising out of such verification and the method 
followed foi adjusting the same in the costs of the product 
shall be indicated In the records. 

XIX. Jntei -company transactions : 

In respect of supplies made or services rendered by the 
company to its holding company or subsidiary oi a company 
in the same management as defined in section 370(1 -Bj of tne 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), or a company in which a 
director of the company is also a director in such companies 
and vice-vei sa, records shall be maintained showing contacts 
entered into, agreements or understandings reached in respect 
of : — 

(a) purchase and sale of raw materials, process materials, 

finished products, fixed assets and by-products; 

(b) utilisation of plant facilities; 

(c) supply of utilities; 

(d) administrative, technical, managerial and any other 

consultancy services. 

These records shall also indicate the basis followed for 
arriving at the rates charged between them so as to enable 
the determination of the reasonable of the rates charged 
or paid for such services. 

XX. Statistical rcords ; 

Statistical data such as available machine hours, actual 
machine hours worked with reasons for stoppages, under classi- 
fied headings, yeild percentage of sods ash to the input of salt, 
production pei machine hour, furnace oil consumption per 
tonne of soda ash steam, water and cooling water consump- 
tion per tonne of soda ash consumption of major chemicals 
per tonne of output of soda ash shall be kept. 

Such records as will enable the company to identify, as 
far as possible, the capital employed for the soda ash activity 
shall also be maintained The records shall also show fresh 
investments on fixed assets that have not contributed to the 
production during the relevant period. Tho records shall in 
addition show assets added as replacement and that added for 
increasing the existing capacity. 

Statistical and other records maintained in compliance with 
I he provisions of this Schedule and Schedule II shall be 
such as to enable the company to exercise, as far as possible, 
control over operations and costs and to provide the neces- 
sary data required by the Cost Auditor to suitably report on 
all the point referred to in the Cost Audit (Report) Rules, 
1968, The data maintained in the cost records shall be re- 
conciled with the periodical teturns submitted by the com- 
pany to the excise and other authorities.

S.O. 1796. — In pursuance of sub-soction(4) of section 3 of 
the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1946, (22 of 1946) 
the Central Government hereby publishes the following report 
of the activities financed from the Mica Mines Labour Welfare 
Fund during the year onded on 31st March 1975 together with 
a statement of accounts for that year and an estimate of 
receipts and expenditure of the said Fund for the year 1975-76. 


The Welfare Organisation has been endeavouring to provide 
adequate facilities for treatment of the miners. Apart from 
setting up of T.B. Hospitals and clinics, six beds in the Govern- 
ment T.B. and Chest Diseases Hospital, Nellore continued to 
be reserved for the exclusive use of mica miners and their families. 
In the Rajasthan Region 4 beds have been reserved In T.B. 
Sanatorium, Madar (Ajmer), One of the Static Dispensaries 
at Sydapuram (Andhra Pradesh) has been ordered to bo converted 
Into a non-dietary T.B. Hospital. 

A snbsistance allowance of Rs. 50 per month is granted to 
the dependents of mica miners who receive treatment in the 
T.B. Hospitals set up by the Welfare Organisation for a period 
of six months or till the miner gets rc-cmployment whichever 
is earlier, in cases where there are no earning membors in the 
Family.

PART— I 

1 . General— The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund has been 
constituted under the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 
1946 (22 of 1946) for financing schemes relating to the welfare 
of labour employed in the mica mining industry 

2. The Act provides for the levy of a duty of customs, on 
all mica exported, upto a mlximum rate of per cent ad 
valorem. The rate of cess which was 2J per cent ad valorem 
previously, has been increased to 3J per cent with effect from the 
15th July, 1974. The collections arc allocated for expenditure 
on welfaro measures among the various mica producing areas in 
proportion to their average production,

Arrangements continued for the treatment of mica miners 
of Bihar suffering from Leprosy at the Tetulmari Leprosy Hospital 
For the treatment of mica miners suffering from cancer arrange- 
ments continued at the Kalla Hospital, Asansol and for mental 
diseases at the Hospital for Mental diseases at Ranchi. A 
school Health Programme which provides for the inspection of 
building and their surroundings and medical examination of tho 
students studying in the school run by the Welfare Organisation 
in Andhra Pradesh, has been Introduced. 

B. EDUCATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 

For providing education and recreational facilities to mica 
workers and their dependents, Multi-purpose Institutes in each 
comprising of an Adult Education Centre and Women's Welfare 
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Centre are run by the Welfare Organisation. In order to ex- 
pand the Adult Education activities, feeder and Adult Education 
Centres have also been opened by the Welfare Organisation.

(i) Thr pattern of welfare facilities provided to mica miners 
is not uniform. In Bihar, Multipurpose Institutes, each with an 
adult education centre and a women’s welfare centre, provide 
educational and recreational facilities to workers, Training in 
handicrafts like sewing and knitting is given to women attending 
these Centres. Every institution serves as a training-Cum-pro- 
duction centre. Women workers learn tailoring, stitching, 
embroidery and lace work etc. in women welfare centres. 

In Bihar, the Welfare activities at Zonal headquarters in- 
clude the following 

(1) Bath to children of miners. 

(2) Adult education (both men and Women) 

(3) Tutorial classes. 

( 1) Indoor glints like carrom board, chess, ludo etc. 

(3) Outdoor gimis like voltoy bill, kabaddi, rope drawing 
etc. 

(6) Reading room with newspapers, magazines, library books 
etc. 

Thi Welfare activities at sub-centres are:-- 

(1) Adult Education (only men). 

(2) Tutorial classes (only boys). 

(3) Indoor games. 

(4) Newspapers etc. 

Ill Andhra Pradesh, the Welfare Orginisation provides 
facilities Ilk# Community Centres for women, recreational dub, 
etc. In Community Centres Uiloring/embroidery, lace work 
etc. is taught to the women. The work of these Centres is super- 
vised by the Assistant Labour Welfare Inspector and the Junior 
Assistant Labour Welfare Inspector respectively. 

(ii) In all the schools run by the Fund in Andhra Pradesh, 
the children arc provided with free-mlj-day meals, milk, books 
slates, bags, chippels and dresses. Milk and tiffin (other than 
cooked food) are privded to the miners children attending the 
m ildpurposjs Institutes and Community Centres in Bihar. 


Mid-day meals, books and slates and other stationery articles 
are supplied to the school going children of mica miners in 

Rajasthan. 

(iii) For the'! benefit of theT children of micafminef workers/ 
studying! n High Schools far away from their places of residence, 
boarding Houses/Hostels have been set up by the Welfare Or- 
ganisation. 

’(iv) Scholarships, ranging from Rs, 10 to Rs. 75/- per month 
are granted to the children of mica miners studying in schools 
and colleges for prosecution of their general and technical studu s. 
Tuition feeisalso granted to school going children of mice mincis 
in Bihar. 

(v) Cinema shows are exhibited throughout the year in the 
mica mining areas by the Mobile Cinema Units of the Welfare 
Organisation. The attract large numbers everywhere and arc 
very popular among the mica workers. 

(vi) Gaines and sports are held every year in all the mica 
regions and prizes are awarded to the winners, 

(vil) Facilities for excursion-cum~study tours arc also pro- 
vided. A Bharat Darshan Tour was arranged during the 
period under report for miners of Rajasthan region. 

(vlii) Kirtan and Bhajan Parties are arranged to go from 
Centre to Centre to entertain the workers. 

(ix) Radio sets have been provided for the recreation of 
minors and their families at all the Multipurposes Institutes/ 
Welfare Centres run by the Fund. 

C. DRINKING WATER FACILITIES 

Scarcity of water for drinking and other purposes Is a 
chronic problem in the mica mining areas. The mine manage- 
ments arc persuaded to take up Water Supply Scheme with 
financial assistance uplo Rs. 7,500/- or 75% of the cost of this 
well, whichever is less. 

In Rajasthan region no new well was sunk/renovated during 
the period of review, as there was enough water level in the 
wells due to heavy rains. In the Bihar region, Mica Mines 
Labour Welfare Fund Organisation, took up construction 
of a Dam at the Futlaiya River in the Dhorakola, but the Scheme 
had to be abandoned because it could not prove to be a success 
duo to typical conditions of the area and heavy sand deposits 
in the dam than expected. In Bihar 74 wells costing in all 
Rs, 7,40,000 approximately to the Fund have so far been sunk. 
Supply of drinking water on departmental truck on ‘No profit 
No Loss’ basis was arranged by the Fund during the last summer. 
With a view to resolve the water scarcity in Kalichedu village, 
a permanent Water Supply Scheme has been sanctioned at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 1,426 lakhs. The work of the project 
is almost complete. One more well has been sunk in Pinneru- 
vagu. Pipe lines have been laid from Pinneruvagu well. A 
pump house Ht Pinneruvagu well was also constructed. An 
electrical pump set has also been installed and water is being 
pumped to Fund s institutions and labour colonies, A diesel 
engine has been installed at the second well in Pinneruvagu for 
pumping water from the second well to the first well In time of 
need, 

HOUSING 

To meet the needs ol the Mica Mine Workers, the Mica 
Mine* Labour Welfare Oigamsation, Bihar took up construc- 
tion of small departmental housing colonies where suitable land 
was available for the purpose and where it was expected that 
the neighbouring mine workers would occupy these houses on 
nominal payment of licence fee of Rs. 4/- per house per month 
for a period of 15 years. Under this Scheme the Organisation 
could construct a total of 1 10 houses (50 at Jorasiniar, 48 at 
Domchanch and 12 at Dharbeyjup till now, except at Dharbcy 
the Depaitmcntal Housing Scheme could not work well and had 
to be postponed. The managements that had shown eagerness 
to use these houses foi their workers arc now reluctant in using 
these and not paying any rent so far, Only 12 units of bouses 
at Dharbcy mine of Messrs Goenka Mica Company, Giridih, 
are being properly used and the rent is being paid by them re- 
gularly as defined in the agreement. 

The other Housing Schemes of the Organisation are (i) 
Subsidised Housing Scheme (ii) Low Cost Housing Scheme, 
(iii) Build Your Own House Scheme. 
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Low Cost Housing Scheme. Barracks are yet to be patronised 
by mine managements. Under Build Your Own .House Schenie 
each worker with service of 5 years in the mica mines is allowed, 
th? subsidy of Rs. 400/- for construction of new houses or 
carrying out alteration/addition in their existing houses. Dur- 
ing J974-75 only 6 workers were granted subsidy tinder this 
scheme. Only 6 workers were eligible for the subsidy. In 
Andhra Pradesh, 70 houses were sanctioned under Low Cost 
Housing Scheme out of which 36 houses have been completed 
and 20 have been abandoned by the concerned mine manage- 
ments. 8 houses are under construction and the work ot the 
ramaining six houses is to be taken up by the concerned mine 
managements. Under Build Your Own House Scheme, I 
houses have been completed and construction of 15 houses is 
in progress, 3 more houses have been sanctioned and are y 
to he taken up for construction. Revised sanction ordwr tor 
constretion of departmental colony with 30 houses at lalpu 
had been issued. Out of 40 houses sanctioned for the depart- 
mental colony at Sydapurma, construction of 10 houses na. 
been completed. 

E. FINANCIAL HELP IN CASE OF FATEL ACCIDENTS. 

The Scheme relating to the grant of financial assistance 
from the Organisation to the widows and children ot mica 
minors who die as a result of accidents was continued. 


F. CONSUMERS CO-OPERATIVE STORES- 

A central Consumers' Cooperative Stores at Karma in BUiar 
has been functioning to provide the workers their daily nec - 
sitics at reasonable rates. In the Andhra Pradesh regt > 
Primary Consumers' Cooperative stores continued to serve tnc 
needs of milling population. 


IMPORTANT ACTIVITIES 1974-75 


(i) Drinking Water Supply Facilities 

The execution of a Permanent Water Supply to Kahchedu 
at an estimated cost not exceeding Rs. 1.426 lakhs has been 
commenced. The work is in progress. On wmpletion of this 
Scheme, there will not be any water scarcity in the mining 
area of Kalichedu. 

The construction of a second well of 18'— 8" diameter in 
Pinneruvagu was sanctioned for Rs. 17,300/- to augment the 
water supply to Kalichedu colonies even during severest summer. 
The Work has since been completed.

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour sent the 
above reference to this Tribunal for adjudication of the in- 
dustrial dispute involved with the following issues framed: 

SCHDULE 

"Whether the action of the management of Mosaboni 
Mines of Indian Copper Complex of Messrs Hin- 
dustan Copper Limited in dismissing Shri M, C. 
Ghosal Blaster with effect from 22-7-1974 was jus- 
fled , If not, to what relief is the said workmen 
entitled." 

On receipt of the above reference notices were issued and 
served on both sides. On 9-12-75 when the case was fixed 
none of the parties were present nor they took any steps. 
On 29-12-75 the General Secretary of the Mosaboni Mines 
Labour Union representing the workmen was present along 
with two other persons. The employers filed the written state- 
ment. The case was adjourned to 15-1-76 for the written 
statement of the workmen. On 15-1-76 none appeared for 
the workman nor any step was taken from the side of the 
workmen. For the ends of justice the workmen were given 


another chance and the case was adjourned to 19-2-76 for 
the written statement of the workmen and they were alerted 
that in case of their default on the next date fixed the case 
would proceed according to law. On 19-2-76 none appeared 
for the workmen nor any step was taken by them. The 
case proceeded along its course and as I fixed the case on 
11-3-76 for evidence and argument. The workmen were 
also given a chance to file their written statement in the 
meantime. Then came 11-3-76 when I took up the case. 
This time also none was present for the workmen nor any 
step was taken by them. There was no sufficient cause 
shown to me for the non-appearance of the workmen and 
for non-taking of any steps by them. Shri A. K. Sarkar, 
Advocate representing the employers submits that since the 
dispute was raised by the workmen, the employers are only 
in the position of defendents to the demand of the workmen. 

Tt is further submitted that when the workmen are not 
coming and taking any interest in the cose the employers 
are not also interested to prosecute their case and they 
don’t have any industrial dispute any more, From the above 
facts it will appear that the workmen were absent as many 
as five times during the pendency of this case and at no 
time sufficient was shown for their default. There is also 
nothing to show that the workmen will be appearing and 
prosecuting their case before this Tribunal. I am therefore 
inclined to believe that the workmen are no longer inter- 
ested in the case ns they don’t have any industrial dispute 
subsisting at the present moment. I have therefore no other 
option than to pass a ‘No dispute’ award in this case. 

Tn the circumstances I make a ‘No dispute' award in res- 
pect of the Industrial dispute involved in this reference and 
the workmen are entitled to no relief. 

This is my award.

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, have in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section 
(1) of section 10 of the I.D. Act, 1947, referred to this Indus- 
trial Tribunal for adjudication an industrial dispute existing 
between the employers in relation to the Telecom Factory 
Bombay and their workmen by their Order No. L. 40011/1 / 
74/LR. Hl/D, 2(B) dated 8th April, 1975. as per Schedule 
shown below : — 


SCHEDULE 

"Whether the action of the management of Telecom 
Factory, Bombay in removing Shri A.M.A Qureshi, 
Motor Driver from service is justified 7 If not, to 
what relief is he entitled?”. 
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2. After the receipt of the reference, notices were issued 
to the parties for filing respective statements and the Telephone 
Workers' Union representing the workman filed its statement 
of claim in which it has submitted that Shri A.M.A. Qureshi 
was a workman of the Telecom Factory and was also a mem- 
ber of this Union; that he was appointed as motor driver with 
effect from 8-1-1969 and was in service till 2-5-1973 when he 
was removed from service on disciplinary grounds. It is 
submitted that by the removal of Shri A.M.A. Qureshi from 
service the management of the Telecomunications Factory 
has committed a great injustice to the workman concerned as 
the punishment nteted out to him is illegal and it is prayed 
that the workman should be reinstated with full claim for 
his back wages with past service, leave. Increments, allowances 
and other benefits. 

3. The Manager, Telecom Factory has by his written 
statement submitted that the facts briefly are that on or 
about 25-11-1971 at about 18.15 p.m, Shri Qureshi the driver 
was driving a bus No. MRA 2123. On the said date and 
time the workman was deputed to take the above bus for 
dropping the employees of the factory at Western Railway, 
Dadar. At about the same time one bus driver Shri Arya was 
also carrying the employees of the Telecom. Factory who 
were to be dropped at Dadar Central Railway Station. Shri 
Arya was driving bus No. MRA-2119 ahead of bus No, 
MRA-2123 driven by the workman. There was a distance of 
oetween 20/25 ft between the two buses. It is stated that 
Shri Arya had to stop his bus after the Sindhl Society cross- 
ing at Chembur due to tralficiam but it is alleged that the work- 
man who was driving bus No. 2123 was not attentive -and 
did not apply his brakes" with the result and this bus dash- 
ed against the department’s bus No. 2119. on account of 
which heavy damage was caused to the bus and some em- 
ployers in the said bus had received injuries. After this incident 
the matter was referred to the higher authorities and a 
preliminary report was called for and after considering them 
aud recording the statements of certain witnesses made on 
26-11-1971 the workman was suspended from 27-11-1971 by 
an order passed by the Assistant Engineer, i(Transport) 
Telecom Factory, Bombay. Thereafter, the department decid- 
ed to hold an enquiry against the workman on the allegation 
that while he was driving the departmental bus he caused 
a serious accident whereby damage was caused to the depart- 
mental bus and also injuries to some of the occupants of the 
departmental bus. It was further alleged that the said work- 
man did not maintain devotion to duty as the accident was 
caused by rash and negligent driving which resulted in injury 
to the occupants and loss to the Government and thereby 
violated rule 3 of Central Civil Sci vices Conduct Rules 1964. 
There was further allegation that he was inattentive while 
duving the bus and caused the accident and also tampered 
with oil pipe whereby oil was emptied presumably with a 
view to how that the collision occurred due to failure of 
brakes and due tq reasons beyond his control. The workman 
denied the charge and filed his statement on 15-12-71. 

4. After the workman's statement was received, an order 
dated 13-12-1971 appointing Shri A.N. Krishnan, Assistant 
Manager, Telecom. Factory was issued to hold an inquiry 
in respect of the allegations and imputations made against the 
workman. The enquiry was proposed to be held on 5-1-1972 
but as no one attended, it was postponed to 28-1-1972. 
In the meantime, however, Shri Krishnan was transferred 
and another enquiry officer Shri Pradhan was appointed who 
issued notice to hold the enquiry oil 7-4-1972. The workman 
was asked to submit his defence nnd to appoint another em- 
ployee of the factory to represent him before the enquiry 
officer. Accordingly, the workman appointed Shri R. M. 
Oke to assist him and copies of the enquiry proceedings and 
statements of witnesses recorded by the ditlerent officials of 
the department were handed over to the representatives of the 
workman on 20-5-1972. It is stated that the enquiry officer 
held an enquiiy, recorded the evidence and depositions of 
the witnesses and allowed the workman and his represen- 
tative to cross-examine all the witnesses and accordingly all 
the witnesses who were produced in the enquiry proceedings 
were cross-examined by the workman or his representative. 
The enquiry officer submitted his report dated 26-6-1972 to 
the disciplinary authority wherein he held the workman 
guilty of the article of charge of not maintaining devotion to 
duly by causing accident due to negligent driving the bus 
MR/ 2 123 resulting injuries to the commuters and damaging 
Government property and thus violating rule 3(i) (ii) of 
CCS Conduct Rules 1964, It is submitted that during the 


course of the enquiry it transpired that there was puncture 
in the oil pipe of the bus which was got examined by an ex- 
pert who gave his opinion that the said puncture could not 
lake place in the normal running of the bus and that some- 
body had tampered with the said pipe with nail like substance. 
On the basis of the expert’s opinion a new charge was fram- 
ed against Ihc woikman and a further enquiry was held in res- 
pect of the said allegations. The witnesses were recalled 
and they were cross-examined by the workman and after 
holding an enquiry and considering the evidence oral nnd 
documentary the enquiry officer submitted his further report 
on 22-9-1972 wherein he held the workman quilty of the 
charge of deliberate tampering with the hydraulic brake sys- 
tem of the bus by piercing a hole in the pipe running from 
the master cylinder to the rear axle to cover up the lapse of 
not applying the brakes in time, Then the Senior Engineer 
(Development) was appointed as the disciplinary authority 
by the President of India by order dated 28-2-1973. Aftei 
due consideration the disciplinary authority agree with the 
findings of the enquiry officer and held that the charges held 
against the workmen were proved and that penalty of re- 
moval lrom service was proposed to be imposed on the 
workman and accordingly a show-cause notice dated 8-3-1973 
was served on the workman. The workman submitted his 
representation in reply to the show-cause notice on 30-3-1973. 
The disciplinary authority after due consideration of every 
matter including the representation of the woikman held that 
the charges were proved against the workman and ultimately 
an order of removal from service was passed against the work- 
man by his order dated 2-12-1973. The order of removal 
was served upon the workman and he was informed that he 
has a right to appeal against the penalty imposed upon him 
under the rule and if he so desired he could file an appeal 
against the punishment to the Manager, Telecom. Factory, 
Bombay, which the workman did. The appellate authority 
however rejected the appeal of the workman and confirmed the 
Older of the disciplinary Authority. Thus it is submitted that 
the enquiry was fair and proper; that the workman was 
iven full opportunity to meet the charges leveled against 
ini; he was allowed to be represented by a co-workman of 
tho factory and full liberty and reasonable opportunity was 
given to the workman to disprove the charges levelled against 
him. It is fmther submitted that the enquiry officer recorded 
the evidence of the witnesses in the presence of the workman 
and his representative and full opportunity was given to the 
workman, and his conduct was liable to be punished in 
accordance with the rules framed in that behalf by the 
Government. Finally, it is submitted that the action of the 
management of the Telecom. Factory in removing the work- 
man was fully justified; that the penalty imposed was neither 
harsh nor expressive and was commensurate with the miscon- 
duct committed by the workman and the reference should 
be dismissed with costs, 


5. In a rejoinder to this written statement by the union It 
is submitted that two articles of charge were framed against 
the workman which did not give anything specific about the 
accident and therefore the contention of the employer that 
the charges were communicated to the workman for the 
accident caused by him on or about 25-11-1971 are baseless. 
It is further submitted that the memorandum enclosing the 
said charge-shcct has been signed by a senior class I officer of 
the Telecom. Factory and as such the excuse pleaded by 
the management stating that it "inadvertently quoted in charge 
as C.C.S. C.C.A. Rules 1965" is an after thought and should 
be overruled. The union has stated that it is not known how 
the enquiry Officer submitted his report that the workman was 
guilty of violation of Rule 3 (i) (ii) of C.C.S. Conduct Rules 
1964 when originally the charges levelled against the workman 
were in violation of Rule 3 of Central Civil Services (Classifi- 
cation, Control and Appeal) Rule, 1965 and also did not 
specify any particular date of accident. It is the case of the 
union that the contention of the employer that rule 3 (i) (ii) 
of the C C.S, Conduct Rules 1964 has been violated has not 
been established. Referring to the management's statement 
that the workman was removed from service by order dated 
2-12-1973 it is stated that the workman has not lcceivcd any 
such communication dated 2-12-1973 from the disciplinary 
authority and It is also submitted that the employer has not 
made any payment to the workman tilt 2-12-1973 l.e. date 
of removal from service as stated by the employer, It is fur- 
ther submitted by the union that no enquiry was conducted 
in respect of the article of charges said to have been issued 
vide Memo No. Es-14-4/E-384 dated 6-12-72, No. oppor- 
tunity was given to the workman for defending the charges 
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alleged to have been levelled against him in terms of the above 
memo. In view of the above, it is submitted that the workman 
should be reinstated with back wages and all other benefits. 

6. On 11-2-1976 a further rejoinder was filed by the union 
on behalf of the workman making the following points : 

The suspension was made by an officer who is not compe- 
tent to suspend the workman as per the provisions of Rule 
10 of the C.C'.S, (CGA) Rules 1965 which is to the effect 
that the appointing authority or any authority to which he is 
subordinate or the disciplinary authority or any other authority 
empowered in that behalf by the President by general or special 
order may place a Government servant under suspension; that 
in this case the workman was suspended by the Assistant 
Engineer; Transport Section who Is neither the appointing 
authority nor the authority empowered by the President of 
India by special or general order. The disciplinary authority 
having been appointed by the President only in the month of 
February 1973 it means that the suspension of the workman 
was irregular. 

It is submitted that the charge-sheet received by the work- 
man would mean that he was causing accident every day from 
8-12-1969 till the date of the memorandum i.e. 10-12-1971 
but it is contended that he was under suspension from 
27-11-1971. ft is stated that the enquiry officer was appoint- 
ed by an officer other than the disciplinary authority as the 
disciplinary authority was decided later. It is submitted that 
the enquiry officer conducted the enquiry with a prejudiced 
view as he was to enquire into the charge framed against 
the workman in the original charge-sheet, Tt is the case of the 
workman that as per the provisions of Rule 14 of C.C.S. 
(CCA) Rules 1965 the enquiry officer has to enquire into 
the substance of imputation of misconduct or misbehaviour 
ot the workman that the workman caused an accident^ due 
to negligent driving thereby violating Rule 3 of C.C S. 
(Conduct) Rules, 1964, which does not find any place or re- 
levance to the original charge-sheet. Further in accordance 
with sub-rule 6 of Rule 14 4of C.C.S. (CCA) Rules, 1965 the 
disciplinary authority ought to have supplied file enquiry offi- 
cer with all the necessary documents and requirements includ- 
ing the intimation of appointment of the presenting officer. 
The enquiry officer himself having acted as the presenting 
officer. And conducted the enquiry for the articles of 
charge other than specified in the original charge-sheet it can 
be concluded that he had a prejudiced mind and was not 
impartial. It is stated that it appears that the disciplinary 
authority has been appointed under the provisions of the 
CCS(CCA) Rules, 1965 and a such the orders of the dis- 
ciplinary authority under rule 14 of CCS(CCA) Rules, 1965, 
has no relevance the disciplinary authority has no locus standi 
in this case. Further it is submitted ihat the article of charge 
should be definite and distinct in the charge-sheet only; that 
Article 311 of the Constitution of India also provided that the 
person should be heard in respect of those charges only which 
are included in the charge-sheet issued to him, For ail these 
reasons it is submitted that proper opportunity was not given 
to the workman and there is a series of technical and funda- 
mental errors from the original charge-sheet to the final 
order and as such the workman should be reinstated with full 
past service including wages etc. 

Very elaborate and extensive arguments were addressed by 
the learned Counsel for the workman challenging the dismissal 
of the workman by the management. It is first of all very 
vehemently canvassed at the Bar by the learned 
Councei for the workman that the charges framed in 
this case are very vague. It is contended that Article I of the 
charge states that during the period from 8-12-1969 to 
26-11-71 he did not maintain devotion to duty inasmuch as 
he caused accident by negligent driving which resulted in in- 
juries to commuters. No specific charge was framed against the 
delinquent relating to the incident dated 25-11-1971 wherein 
the workman is said to have negligently driven bus No. MRA- 
2123 and dashed against another bus of the management 
MRA-2119, which resulted in heavy damage to both the 
buses. 

8. The learned Counsel further contends that the list of 
witnesses who were to be examined by the enquiry officer 
mentions about what the witnesses would depose during the 
enquiry in order to sustain the charge against the delinquent, 
which clearly indicates that the Witnesses were tutored to give 
false evidence. Tt is then contended that the charge was not 


read over and explained to the workman during the enquiry; 
that the enquiry is not held by a competent authority and it 
is only the General Manager who should have conducted the 
enquiry. It is then contended that the appointing authority in 
relation to a Government servant means that authority em- 
powered to make appointments to the service of which the 
government servant is for the time being a member or to the 
giadc of the service in which the Government servant is for 
the lime being included. It is also contended that the enquiry 
officer was not the appointing authority of the workman and 
therefore he is not competent to conduct the enquiry. It 
is maintained that it is only aftei the enquiry was completed 
in February, 1973 that the President appointed the senior 
Engineer (Development) as the disciplinary authority which 
clearly leads to the inference that the senior Engineer (Develop- 
ment) who was not the disciplinary authority had appointed 
the enquiry officer and he was not competent to do so. 

9. It is then debated that the enquiry officer was a judge 
and prosecutor at the same time and there was flagrant viola- 
tion of Article 14(4)i(c) as no presenting officer was ap- 
pointed. It is contended that the word "may” should be read 
as '’shall” and it is incumbent on the disciplinary authority to 
appoint a presenting officer. It is further contended that 
it is borne out by the evidence that the foolbrakes were weak 
and he had reported the matter to Shri Jaiswal before he took 
the bus on duty that the foolbrakes were not in working 
order. This is clear from the statement and also from the 
evidence of Shri Arya driver who had also spoken about it 
and also the statement of laisi who has spoken about the 
conversation between Shri Jaiswal and the workman. It is 
then contended that there was no negligent driving on the 
part of the workman which led to the accident and it was 
due to faulty brakes of the bus which he was forced to drive. 
It is argud that these infirmities which are. to be found in the 
enquiry entitle the workman to be reinstated. 

10. On the other hand it is contended by the learned 
Counsel for the management that the enquiry of the appli- 
cant was conducted in a fair and proper manner. Every 
opportunity was afforded to (he workman (o defend himself. 
His evidence clearly bears out that the applicant was grossly 
negligent in driving the vehicle. It is further pointed out by 
the learned Counsel for the respondent that the appointing 
authority and the workman ntAvhcro during the course of the 
enquiry revealed that he was misled by the charge and no 
proper opportunity was given to defend himself. 

11. Before proceeding to deal with the merits of the case, 
it will be pertinonl to point out the scope and jurisdiction of 
this Tribunal in enquiries and subsequent punishment by way 
of dismissal or termination from service. It should be re- 
membered that when an oredcr of punishment by way of 
dismissal or termination of service is effect :d by the manage- 
ment the issue that is referred is whethei I ho management was 
justified in discharging or terminating the service of the work- 
man concerned and whether the workman is entitled to any 
relief. There may be cases where an enquiry has been held 
preceding the order of termination or where may have been 
no enquiry at all. But the dispute that wifi be referred is not 
whether the domestic enquiry has been conducted properly 
or not by the management but the larger question whether 
the order of termination, dismissal or the order imposing 
punishment on the workman concerned is justified. Under those 
circumstances it is the right of the workman concerned to 
plead all infirmities in the domestic enquiry 
if one has been held and also to attack the 
order on all grounds available to him on law and 
cn facts. Similarly the management has also a right to defend 
the action taken by it the ground that a proper domestic en- 
quiry has been held by it on the basis of which the order impu- 
gned has been passed. It is also open to the management to 
justify on facts that the order passed by it was proper. But 
the point to be noted is that the enquiry (hat is conducted 
by the Tribunal is a composit enquiry regarding the order 
which is under challenge. If the management defends its 
action solely on the basis that the domestic enquiry held by 
it is proper and valid and if the Tribunal holds against the 
management on that point the management will fail. On the 
other hand if the management relies not only on the validity 
of the domestic enquiry, but also adduces evidence before 
the Tribunal justifying its action it is open to the Tribunal to 
accept the evidence adduced by the management and hold in 
its favour even if its finding is against the management regard- 
ing the validity of the domestic enquiry. It is essentially a 
matter for the . management to decide about the stand that 
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It proposes to take before the Tribunal, It may bo emphasis- 
ed that it is the right of the management to sustain its order 
by adducing also independent evidence before the Tribunal 
It is a right given to the management and it is for the manage- 
ment to avail itself of the said opportunity. 


12. The adjudicator on the basis of the “material on record” 
before him has to be satisfied as to whether the order of dis- 
charge or dismissal passed by the employer against a delin- 
quent workman is justified or not. For this purpose apart 
tiom the ordei of reference and the pleadings of the parties 
the adjudicators have been empowered to examine the charge- 
sheet, explanation of the workman, the enquiry proceedings 
(including the oral and documentary evidence of the witnesses 
and the order-sheet of the enquiry officer) the reasons of 
the enquiry officers given in the enquiry report and the final 
order inflicting the punishment which are brought on record 
before them by way of evidence in the course of the adju- 
dicatory proceedings for being satisfied with respect to the 
justification of the discharge or dismissal. I am fortified in 
my view by the observations made by the Supreme Court 
in Delhi Cloth and General Mills Co. Ltd. v. Ludh Budh 
Singh (1972 I LIT 180.) 

13. Bearing these cautions in mind I now approach to 
adjudicate the dispute as to whether the action of the manage- 
ment of the Telecom, Factory in removing the workman 
from service was justified. 

14. Before proceeding to dilate and discuss the evidence 
on record I purpose to deal with certain legal contentions 
advanced by the leanred Counsel for the workman. I must 
say that Article 1 of the charge under which the workman was 
punished is hopelessly vague that the workman while function- 
ing us motor driver in transport section of Telecom. Factory 
during the period from 8-12-1969 ‘to this day” did not maintain 
devotion to duty inasmuch as he caused accident by negligent 
driving which resulted in injuries to commuters and loss to 
Government but at the same time it cannot be said that any 
prejudice was caused to the workman on this account for 
annexure TI given to the workman contains a detailed state- 
ment of misconduct or misbehaviour and it clearly mentions 
that it has been reported by SETM Telecom. Factory. Bom- 
bay than an accident took place on 25-11-1971 somewhere 
after 6 p m. between two departmental buses. Shri Abdul 
Majid Quereshi who was driving the Bus No. HRA-2123 
knocked from behind another departmental bus No. MRA- 
2119 which was stationary at the time of the accident. It was 
further stated that the two departmental buses viz; MRA- 
2119 driven by Shri V. B. Arya and No. MRA-2123 driven 
by Shri Abdul Maiid Quereshi were started from Telecom. 
Factory at 6 p.m. bound towards Central and Western Rail- 
way respectively. Just after the Sindhi Society road crossing 
the Bus No. MRA-2119 stopped as one vehicle in front came 
to halt due to traffic jam. This vehicle could be stopped with 
normal brake without giving any jerk to the commuters of 
this bus. lust after a few seconds the second bus which was 
following 'this bus came and dashed against this stationary bus 
resulting in heavy damage to both the buses viz; MRA-2119 
and MRA-2123. Therefore, on account of the vagueness of 
charge in article 1 it cannot be said that any serious pre- 
judice was caused to the workman in putting forward his 
defence. 


15. The charge wa s communicated to the workman and the 
rules do not provide that the charge should be read 
over to the workman Rule 14(9) of the CCS (CCA) rules 
merely stipulates that if the Government servant who has not 
admitted any of the articles of charge in his written state- 
ment of defence or has not submitted any written statement 
of defence appears before the inquiring authority, such autho- 
rity shall ask him whether he is guiHv or has any defenco to 
make and if he pleads guiltv to nnv of the articles of charge, 
the inquiring authority shall record the plea, sign the record 
and obtain the signature of the Government servant thereon, 
No complaint of any sort was made to the enquirv officer 
by the workman that he hus not understood the charge and 
does not know the nature of the charge. There is not a whis- 
per in the defence statement of the workman dated 15-12-1971 
or 6-6-1972 thal he had not understood the charge and the 
chaiee was not read over to him. There is absolutely no 
substance in the contention of the learned Counsel for the 
workman that the enquiry officer was not competent to con- 
duct the enquiry. The appointing authority under rule 2 of 
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the CCS (CCA) Rules in relation to a Government servant 
means the authority empowered to make appointments to the 
service of which the Government servant is for the time be- 
ing a member or to the grade of the service in which the 
Government servant is for the time being included or the 
authority empowered to make appointments to the post 
which the Government servant for the time being holds, or 
the authority which appointed the Government servant to 
such seivice, grade or post as the case may be, or where 
the government servant having been a permanent member of 
any other service or having substantively held any other per- 
manent post has been in continuous employment of the 
Government, the authority w'hich appointed him to that ser- 
vice or to any grade in that service or to that post which- 
ever authority is the highest authority. 


16. Rule 8 of the rules provides that all appointments to 
Central Civil Services Class I and Central Civil Posts Class 
T shall be made by the President. Rule 9 is to the effect that 
all appointments to the Central Civil Services (other than the 
General Central Service) Class II, Class 111 and Class IV shall 
be made by the authorities specified in this behalf In the 
schedule. Part VI of the schedule to the Posts and Telegraphs. 
Manual Vol, TTI relating to the office of Managers Tele- 
graphs/Telephones Workshops mentions the appointing autho- 
rity and authority as officers of General Service Class I in 
senior time scale. The senior Engineer T. & M. was an offi- 
cer of the General Central Service Class T in senior time scale 
and was the appointing authority of the workman. It is true 
that subsequently the President after the close of the enquiry 
hy order dated February, 1973 apprehending that the Senior 
F.ngineer (T. & M.) who is the appointing authority in res- 
pect of the official holding the posts held by Shri A. M. 
Quieshi and also the prescribed disciplinary authority is 
likely to be a material witness and will not be in position to 
exercise the powers of the disciplinary authority competent 
to impose the penalities mentioned in Rule 11 of the CCS 
(CCA) Rule 1965 appointed tho Senior Engineer (Dev) to 
function as Disciplinary authority. It is only for the purpose 
of imposing penalty that the Senior F.ngineer (Dev) was appoint- 
ed as the disciplinary authority. But the order of the Presi- 
dent dated February, 1973 does not render the Senior Engi- 
neer. (T. & M.) functus officio nnd not competent to be the 
disciplinary authority. An apprehension having been felt that 
the Senior Engineer (T. & M.) may be liable to figure as a 
witness, for the purpose of imposing the penalty the Senior 
Engineer (Dev) was appointed as disciplinary authority for 
the purpose of imposing penalty specified by rule 11. T, there- 
fore, reject the argument of the learned Counsel for the work- 
man that the Senior Engineer (T. A M.) was not the compe- 
tent authority to be the disciplinary authority for the purpose 
of initiating the enquiry against the workman and for the 
purpose of appointing the enquiry officer in conducting the 
enquiry. The argument of the learned Counsel for the work- 
man that in vew of the express provisions contained in the 
CCS (CCA) Rules, 1965 it was incumbent on the disciplinary 
authority to have appointed a government servant or a legal 
practitioner to be known as presenting officer cannot be given 
any weight. Clause (c) of s.ub-rule (5) of rule 14 clearly men- 
tions that where the disciplinary authority itself enquires into 
any article of charge or appoints an Inquiring authority for 
holding any inquiry into such charge it may, by order, appoint 
o Government servant or a legal practibner to be known as 
the "presenting officer” to present on it s behalf the case In 
support of the articles of charge, and under sub-rule 6(v) the 
disciplinary authority shall forward a copy of the order 
appointing the “Presenting Officer." Merely because the word 
"shall” is used in sub-rule (6) for forwading a copy of the 
order appointing the Presenting Officer it cannot be urged 
that it was incumbent on the disciplinary authority to appoint 
a presenting officer. The use of the word "may" in sub-clause 
fc) categorically indicates ffiat the rule making authority left 
it to the discretion of the disciplinary authority to appoint or 
not to appoint a presenting offierr. No grievance can. there- 
fore. be legitimately made by the learned Counsel for the 
workman that the non-appointment of a presenting officer 
has made the enquiry officer to be a judge and prosecutor at 
the same time. 


17, Now that takes me to the question whether the work- 
man was negligent in driving Bus No, 2123 which dashed 
against bus No. MRA-2119. Now negligence has been defined 
as an omission to do .something which n reasonable man 
guided upon those considerations which ordinarily regulate 
the conduct of human affairs would do or doing something 
w'hich a prudent and reasonable man would not do. Tn other 
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words it has to be seen whether the accident would hav* 
been avoided if due care and circumspection had been exer- 
cised by the workman. 


18. Tt is the main pica of the workman that the footbrake 
was weak and the handbrake was also weak. It is stated by 
the workman before the enquiry officer that when he came 
for duty on 2 J- 1 1-1 97 J he too checked the vehicle at 3.30 p.m. 
for engine oil, Conductor, hattery and destilled water have 
wave were in good condition. Brake level was also O K. Then 
he had examined around the vehicle for body and tyres etc. 
These also were found O.K. The starter was in good condition 
and the indicator was also in good condition. After checking 
the handbrake was also weak and he reported to Shri N. C. 
Jaiswal at 3.45 p.m. and told him that the brake was too weak 
and it was \ ery difficult to drive and he requested the T.A. to 
check the vehicle. Shri Taiswal told him to first perform 
4 p.m. trip duty which he did. He has stated that again he 
reported at about 4.4J p.m. about the weakness of the brake 
and to check the vehicle but Jaiswal told him to make a trip 
of 5 p.m. of Kurla and then he would check the vehicle. Once 
again he requested at about 5 45 p.m at Main Gate and he 
was told that there were no spare vehicles, fn spite of his 
report to T.A, on duty again he was allotted the same vehicle 
for 6 p.m. trip also and he told him that he was not taking 
responsibility about the vehicle. Shri Jaiswal told him that 
it would be seen if any trouble came and at the same time as 
no spare vehicles were available he was asked to drive the 
same or go home and he diove the vehicle at the 6 p.m. trip 
also. Tn other words it was fho main defence of the workman 
that tho accident happened due to defective footbrake which 
was in a weak condition and he reported the condition of the 
brakes to Shri Jaiswal even before the commencement of tho 
trip and the accident happened due to the failure of the foot- 
brake, When the workman was confronted with his previous 
statement on 26-11-1971 where he had stated that he had de- 
tected this fault on 24-11-1971 and he was questioned as to 
which statement was correct be stated that the statement he 
had given before the enquiry officer was correct. Before the 
enquiry officer it was stated bv hun that the handbrake of 
the bus was weak but when be was confronted with his state- 
ment of 26-11-1971 he stated that it had not been recorded. 
This does not appear to bo correct for in the statement 
recorded on 26-11-1971 the workman had stated that he did 
not check the handbrake but it was alright, According to him 
the speed of the vehicle was 15 to 20 Kms per hour. Accord- 
ing to Shri Arya the driver of bus No. MRA-2119 the dis- 
tance between his bus and that of MRA-2123 was 20 ft. and 
he was driving the vehicle at a speed of 20 to 25 Kms. Accord- 
ing to the workman he had slowed down the vehicle near 
Chembur Garden and stopped near Society petrol pump but 
according to Shri Arya the bu s was not stopped at society 
crossing. Shri Rahim, driver T.F.B. has stated that he had 
driven both the buses and he says that the engine was alright, 
hydraulic brake was weak, handbrake was alright and left 
side oil seal was not perfect, and the peddle brakes required 
two strokes to stop the vehicle, and he says that the maxi- 
mum pressure for effective operation of brake was 5 to 54 
Kg./Cms.2 


19. Shri V, A. Naik who was travelling in the bus stated 
that it was tunning at a speed of 20 to 25 Kms and he was 
sitting in the third row of the first seat and according to him 
it was merely an accident because the distance between both 
the bases was 20 ft. right from the starting point. He says 
that he had seen that the Western bus bad dashed against 
the C.R. Bus and the front position of W.R. bus was damaged. 
He also noticed that the wafer was leaking through the radia- 
tor and he had not seen any leakage of oil, Shri Haldaonekar 
I SG also says that the speed of the bus was 20 miles per 
hour and be was travelling by Dadar (Central) bus at about 
6 p.m. Shri Bhatfacharya who was travelling by the Dadar 
(Central) bus on 25-11-1971 says that the bus suddenly sto- 
pped at Sindhi Society crossing. Shri N.H, Jalvi says that he 
does not remember whether the bus stopped near Sindhi Soc- 
iety crossing and the speed of the hus was 35 Kms. Smt. N. 
D'Souza who was travelling by the bus stated that the speed of 
tne bus was 40 Kms and the distance between the buses was 
10 feet and she was looking towards the circus. Shri Lallu 
Devji was travelling in the bits MRA-2123. He savs he was 
rifting in the last row and he says he knows nothing about 
the vehicle having been stonped on the way before the acci- 
dent. He says that bus MRA-2123 collided with the Telecom 
Factory bus driven bv Shri Arya and the speed of the bus 
MRA-2123 was 25 Kms, and the accident happened near 
(be petrol pump. He has deposad that the vehicle was running 


at 25 Kms per hour and the vehicle ahead stopped. He says 
that it is merely guess work about the handbrake not work- 
ing. 

20. 7t is the case of the workman that he had reported 
about the weakness of the brakes to Shri Jaiswal. T.A. on 
duty on the same day 25-11-1971 when he took the bus at 
6 p.m but no heed was paid to his representation by Shri 
Jaiswal. It was at his behest that he was forced to drive the 
bus on the day of the accident. Shri Jaiswal refutes this alle- 
gation. Shri Arya the driver of MRA-2119 says that the work- 
man complained to Shri Jaiswal to give another bus as 
MRA-2123 was out of order and hearing this Shri laiswal 
said that there was no other bus and 
he had to drive the same bus or otherwise he may go home. 
Not a word of this is said by Shri Arya in his statement 
recorded on 26-11-1971. Shri Jaisi the motor driver says 
that he heard a part of the conversation between Shri Qureshi 
the motor driver and the Technical Assistant, Transport Section 
on 25-9-1971 at 6 p.m. at the vehicle gale. They were talking 
inside the gate at a distance of about 10 ft. and Shri Qureshi 
was not on the steering when the conversation took place and 
the vehicle was inside the gate. But according to Shri Qureshi 
he was not standing on the ground and be was talking from 
the steering only and says that at 5 p.m he was talking from 
the bus and Shri Jaiswal told him to park the vehicle out- 
side and come inside to talk. Thus Ihere is contradictory 
evidence relating to the conversation between Shri Jaiswal 
and the workman before the bus left the premises of the 
management. Even assuming for a moment that the brakes 
were in defective condition and Shri Jaiswal insisted on the 
bus being taken out by him with defective brakes. Tn the 
natural course of things the workman should have reported 
the matter to the higher authorities but he says that he was 
not allowed to meet the higher authorities. But no such attempt 
appears to have been mad* by the workman to report about 
the weakness of the footbrake to tho higher authorities. In his 
statement before the enquiry officer he had stated that he had 
changed the second gear to make the vehicle slow and after 
that he hud applied the footbrake with double paddling and 
the braking action was feeble. But in such a condition ft was 
his duty to have stopped the bus and according to him he did 
not have the chance to take the vehicle to any small gall! 
towards the Sindhi Society. Tt Is difficult to appreciate that 
with defective brakes the workman could not have stopped 
from further proceeding. Any competent driver wifh a vehicle 
with defective brakes would have stopped the bus at Chem- 
bur Naka and would not have proceeded further The bus 
could have been taken towards the galli and stopped there 
Tt may be a place prohibited from parking but in an emer- 
gency no grievance could have been legitimately made by 
any authority although it is not permitted to take the bus to 
any other galli except the prescribed route as stated bv Shri 
Oureshi. Jt is clear from the statement of .Shri Qureshi that 
Ihc handbrake was in perfect condition but he says in his 
statement _ that he did not apply the handbrake anticipating 
serious Iniuries to the commuters and damage to the body of 
the bus. Shri Lallu Devil driver tries to support the workman 
by stating that if the handbrake is applied nothing will hap- 
pen to the axle but anything may happen to the other parts 
but m what way the other parts will be damaged is not stated 
by Shri Lallu Devji. 

22. There Is no satisfactory explanation to be found as to 
why the workman dlq not apply the handbrake in time which 
would have avoided the accident. 


aj. Alter a cautions survey of the entire evidence T am 
tirmly convinced that the workman wa, grossly negligent in 
driving the bus which caused the accident on 25th Novem- 
ber, 1971 No flaw or infirmity can be found In the manner 
in which the enquiry was held and the conclusions arrived at 
by the enquiry officer on the evidence before him was Justified 
and proper. T therefore hold that the management of the 
Telecom Factory was justified in removing Shri A.M A, 
Quresh. motor driver from service and he is entitled to no 
relief. The reference is answered accordingly and In the 
circumstances of the case T make no order as to costs. 

Before parting with this case however T feel that the appli- 
cant s removal from service is likely to cause hardship to 
him and T would recommend that Government might 
sympathetically consider his case and absorb him in some 
other post if available especially as bis order of removal 
from service does not debar him from further employment 
in Govt, elsewhore, Tt will he hazardous whomsoever to 
entrust him with driving a vehicle as the safety of the com- 
muter is involved. This would alleviate his suffering,

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour sent the 
above reference to this Tribunal for adjudication of the indus- 
trial dispute involved with the fallowing issues framed: — 

“(1) Whelher the action of the management of the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Corporation, Patna, in not 
extending the validity of the merit list drawn on the 
basis of the lest held on 28-6-1970 for promotion of 
Lower Division Clerks as Upper Division Clerks be- 
yond 30-4-1972, it justified ? 

(2) If not, to what relief are the workmen entitled ?" 

The short case of the workmen is that 50 per cent of the 
vacancies in the cadre of Upper Division Clerk are filled up 
by promotion on the basis of seniority and the remaining 
50 per cent of the vacancies arc filled up by promotion on 
merits judged on the basis of Departmental Competitive 
Examination. Thereafter a merit list is drawn from which 
the vacancies in the cadre of Upper Division Clerks arc filled 
as and when they arise. As per instructions issued by the Head 
Quarters of the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation, New 
Delhi dated 1-3-62. The validity of the merit list was lor 
one year i.e. upto 30th April of the year following that in 
which the test was held. Subsequently, the life of the merit 
list was enlarged lo two years i.e. upto 30th April of the 
car following the year next to the year in which the test was 
eld, by instructions of the Head Quarters dated 5-2-1964. 
Then the Corporation by its instructions dated 6-11-1971 
superseded all the previous instructions in this regard and 
provided that in future the merit list once prepared shall 
continue till it is exhausted, The test was held regionwise. 
In the Bihar Region a merit list was drawn on the basis 
of the test which was held on 28-6-70. So in view of the 
revised instructions dated 6-11-71, the merit list drawn in 
Bihar Region, on the basis of test which was held on 
28-6-70. So in view of the revised instructions dated 6-11-71,

the merit list drawn in Bihar Region, on Ihc basis of test 
which was held on 28-6-70 should remain operative till it is 
exhausted, particularly because Ihe said merit list was current 
on the dale of issue of the revised instructions dated 6-11-71. 

'1 heieafter the Head Quarters issued another instruction dated 
14-4-72 making the revised instructions contained in the Head 
Quarters’ memo dated 6-11-71 applicable to (he merit list 
drawn on the basis of 1971 test and later test. The Head 
Quarters’ instructions contained in their Memo dated 14-4-72 
i9 clearly an nftei thought, Accouling to the union the instruc- 
tions contained in the Head Quarters’ letter dated 6-11-71 
only holds good and the subsequent instruction contained in 
the Head Quarters’ Memo dated 14-4-72 deserves to be 
quashed. The Corporation has truned down the demand of 
tiie workmen that the merit list drawn on the basis of test 
held in 1970 in Bihar Region should be kept alive till it is 
exhausted. 

The short case of ihe State Insurance Corporation is that 
the Corporation revised the instructons in regard to the vali- 
dity of the merit list by their Memo dated 6 11-71 and 
14-4-72. According to these instructions the life of merit 
list drawn on the basis of departmental test would in future 
extend till it is exhausted, and these instructions apply to the 
case of merit list drawn on the basis of lest held in 1971 and 
tests held in years subsequent to that. So the revised instruc- 
tions of the Head Quarters regarding the life long validity 
of the merit list cannot be applied in the case of test held in 
1970. Moreover, the Regional Director, Bihar Region is not 
the competent authority to decide about the validity of the 
merit list. It is further submitted that there were six qualified 
candidates available on the merit list drawn on the basis of 
test held in June, 1970. In April, 1971, the annual review 
of the staff was done on the basis of workload in different 
offices and 8 posts of Upper Division Clerks were declared 
surplus in Bihar Region by the Headquarters’ Memo dated 
13-4-71, As 6 candidates were already available on the merit 
list on the basis of test held in June, 1970 and 8 posts of 
Upper Division Clerks vvere declared surplus, no test was held 
in 1971 in Bihar Region in accordance with the Headquarters' 
instructions dated 5-2-64. The further point taken by the 
Corporation is that the seniority upto the Cadre of Upper 
Division Clerk has been decentralised and is prepared region- 
wise but the next promotion from the post of Upper Division 
Clerk to the post of Head Clerk/Assistant is done centrally 
by the Headquarters Office. For promotion to the post of 
Head Clerk/Assislanl, the Headquarters prepares a combined 
seniority list merging the seniority of candidates of all the 
regions. Tn case the seniority list of one region is changed 
for some reason or other, it would affect the all India Senio- 
rity of Upper Division Clerks in different regions who are 
eligible for promotion to the post of Head Clerk/Assistant. 
So it is contended that Ihc extension of the validity of the 
merit list of Bihar region as prayed for would affect the 
employees who are promoted on the basis of the subsequent 
test held in 1971, 1972, 1973, J974 and 1975 all over India. 
It is further contended that there are 41 Lower Division 
Clerks who were on the merit list prepared on the basis of 
test held in 1970 and who could not be promoted during the 
validity of that merit list for want of vacancies in West Ben- 
gal, Uttar Pradesh and Maharashtra Region. If the demand 
of the workmen for extending the validity of the merit list 
prepared in 1970 till it is exhausted, is acceded to, it would 
give rise to industrial disputes regarding the seniority on 
account of promotion of candidates who have been promoted 
hi 1971, 1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975. 

The question involved in this reference is whether the vali- 
dity of the merit list drawn on the basis of the test held on 
28-6-70 in Bihar Region for promotion as Upper Division 
Clerks can be enlarged beyond 30-4-1972. Admittedly, pre- 
viously the validity of the merit list was for one year i.e. 
upto 30th April of the year following that in which the test 
was held. Admittedly, subsequently the life on merit list was 
enlarged to two years i.e, upto 30th April of the year follow- 
ing Ihc year next to the year in which the test was held 
(Ext. W. 8). In this particular case the merit list in the 
Bihar Region was drawn on the basis of test held on 28-6-70 
and according lo the rule the then obtaining, the validity of 
this merit list would extend upto 30-4-72. On 6th Novem- 
ber. 1971, the E.S.L, Headquarters Office New Delhi super- 
seded all previous instruction regarding the term of validity 
nf such merit list and issued first instruction that the merit 
lists drawn on the basis of competitive examination for pro- 
motion to the post of Upper Division Clerk for a particular

region /Office will in future remain operative till it is ex- 
hausted (Ex. W. 7 ). On 19th April 1972 the E.S.l. Head- 
quarters office issued another memorandum (Ext, W. 9) in 
continuation of then previous Office memorandum dated 6th 
November, 1971 (Ext. W. 7) and clarified that the instruction 
contained in the earlier memo (W. 7) will apply in respect 
of merit list drawn on the basis of test held on 27-6-71 and 
subsequent years. The case of the workmen is that as the 
merit list of Bihar Region pieparcd in 1970 was current 
when the levixed instructions were issued, these revised instruc- 
tions legal ding the liie long validity of merit list should also 
apply to the merit list of 1970, in the light of instructions 
cotltau ed in the Headquartcis memo dated 6-11-71. It appears 
that E'.t. W. 7 simply says (hat the merit list drawn will in 
future remain operative till it is exhausted. Docs it mean, 
that the existing merit list already drawn in 1970 will extend 
till it is exhausted. The subsequent instructions in Ext. W. 7 
may throw some light. It goes on to say that the test will 
be held depending upon the number of vacancies to be filled 
by piomotion which are likely lo arise in a year ot two; the 
merit list drawn on the basis of test will include only such 
number of qualified candidates who can be promoted against 
the vacancies likely to arise in a Region /Office in the next 
year or two. In other words the instruction of 6-11-71 put 
some restriction on the number of qualified candidates to be 
taken in the merit list so that the list may be exhausted in 
a year or two. The idea behind would appear to be that 
as the life long validity of merit has been given, the merit 
list should be small, so that it may not drag on year after 
year. These above instructions in Ext. W. 7 go to indicate 
that they speak about only future merit lists yet to be drawn 
and not merit lists that aie existing from beroi j 6-11-71, 
inasmuch as if it applied to already drawn up merit list, there 
would have been no provision in Ext. W. 7 for putting restric- 
tion on the merit list yet to be drawn. If Ext. W, 7 applied 
to existing merit list which in some cases may be larger enough, 
it may take quite a few years to exhaust ind there could 
have been no question of giving life long validity to such 
merit list. The very consideration behind giving life long 
validity to merit list is froustrated if life long validity to an 
existing large merit list is given. Ext. W. 7 nowhere says that 
it applies to the existing merit list of previous year or years. 
Even then, if il creates some confusion in some regional 
offices, the Headquarters office clarified their intention by their 
letter dated 14-4-72 Ext. W. 9 that the instruction in Ext. W. 7 
would apply from the year which it appears, coincides with the 
year of issue of Ext. W. 7. Whatever may be the merit of 
instructions contained in Ext. W. 7 I am persuaded to the 
conclusion that these instmetions on the face of it do not 
appty to merit list prepared in 1970. The case of the Union 
is that the Headquarters memo dated 14-4-72 (Ext, W. 9) is 
an after thought and it should be quashed. From my dis- 
clossions above T cannot find (hat Fxt. W. 9 is an after thought 
but it is in tunc with Ext. W. 7 to all intents and purposes. 
The E.S.l. Corporation is a hotly corporate and it has not 
been shown before me by anything that the Corporation is 
not within their powers f o issue such instructions. On the 
o'her hand it appeals that it had in the past issued such 
instructions touching upon the period of validity of merit 
lists and which do not appear to have been called in question 
by the workmen, therefore, if we go by the interpretation 
of instructions contained in Ext. W. 7 and Ext. 9 my 
view is that there is nothing wrong In them. The Union 
has taken the point that even if it is accepted that the Corpo- 
ration meant to apply the instructions dated 6-11-71 to merit 
list of 1971 and after wards, the Corporation is legally and 
morally bound to extend the validity of the merit list of 
1970 for the following reasons. 

That no test was held in 1971 and it is the practice of the 
Corporation that whenevei the test is not held in a particular 
region, the corporation extends the validity of the earlier 
lest. Accodingly the merit list of 1970 should be extended. 
It appears that by Ext. W, 1 1 the corporation extended the 
validity of a merit list from 30-4-63 to 31-10-63 i.e. only a 
few months and Ext. W. 12 shows that the validity of the 
merit list of 1964 which was to expire on 30-4-66 was ex- 
tended bv one year upto 30-4-67 in thoso regions where no 
test was held in 1965, Now the instant case is bit different. 
The impugned merit list expired on 70 4-72 in the ordinary 
eouixe The icfcreiice is dated 13 - 6-75 Much water has 
flowed down the Gnnga in the meantime No useful purpose 
wifi be seived if the merit list of 1972 is extended by one 
or two venrs in 1976 because in that event also the merit 
list of 1970 would have expired in 1973 or 1974 and the 


refeienee is after that i.c. of 1975. There has been a remark- 
able change of ciicumstanccs from 1971-72 till 1975-76. 
Moreover it is not the case of the Union befoie me that 
die hie of the merit list ol 1970 should be extended by one 
or two years but it is theii positive claim in the written state- 
ment that it should be given a life time extension. The 
case of the Corporation appeals to be that there were 6 
qualified candidates available on the basis of test held in 
June 1970 in Bihar region. Jn April, 1971 annual review of 
the staff was done on the basis of work-load in difierent offices 
and 8 posts of U.D.Cs were declared surplus ; n Bihar Region 
Because of this reason, the post of U.D.Cs was not available 
tor promotion and so the question of holding a test in 1971 
docs not arise Ext M. 2 clarifies the position. W.W. 1 
Sri B. N. Das examined lront the side of workmen snya that 
the post of 8 U.D.Cs, were surrendered. The post of 4 Head 
Clerks were created, The case of the employer i3 that the 
post of Head Clerks is All India post which is required to be 
filled on All India basis out of U.D.Cs. Regular promotion to 
the Head Clerks cannot be made from out of the U.D.Cs in 
Bihar region. There is nothing cogent before me in contradic- 
tion. Therefore the reason for not holding tesl in 1971 is not 
ill-founded. The test for merit list is based on the advice of 
the Head Quarters Office. Another point in justification of 
extension of merit list of 1970 till it is exhausted as taken by 
the Union is that the Corporation has been extending the 
Validity of merit lists at the request of the Unions /Federation 
and in respect of the present ease the annual convention of 
the Federation held from 9-2-73 to 11-2-73 passed a resolu- 
tion that the merit list of Bihar Region drawn in 1970 should 
be extended till it is exhausted. It is well and good that the 
corporation had been honouring the request of the Federa- 
tion and thereby contributing to a good cause. But it all 
depends on the facts and circumstances of each case I have 
not been shown how far the request of the federation is al- 
ways obligatory on the corporation. So this point docs not 
carry us much. The E.S I. Corporation has raised another 
point. According to them there are 41 Lower Division Clerks 
who were on the merit list prepared on the basis of test held 
in 1970 in different regions ind they could not be promoted 
as Upper Division Clerk during the validity of the merit, list 
for want of vacancies in West Bengal. Uttar Pradesh and 
Maharashtra regions. In case the demand of the E.S.l. Em- 
ployees Union Bihar alone is acceded to for extending the 
validity of the merit list held on 28th Tune, 1970 till it is 
exhausted, it would give rise to industrial disputes affecting 
of seniority on account of promotion of 51 R candidates who 
had already been promoted in 1971, 1972. 1973, 1974 and 
1975 on the basis of test held in other regions and seniority 
fixed accordingly. As they say promotion to the post of 
U.D. Clerks is a regional function but promotion to the post 
of Head Clerks is the Central function and the seniority of 
TJ.D.C. for the purpose of promotion to the post of Head 
Clerks is fixed and maintained by the Head Quaiters Office. 
The case of the Union is that the Unions of other regions arc 
not claiming that merit list prepared on the basis of test 
held in 1970 in those regions should also he extended. Tt 
may be that uplill now the Unions of other regions are 
nol claiming the extension of merit list In their respective 
regions. But it should not be lost sight of that the decision 
regarding extension of merit list is a Central function, and once 
the Central body takes a decision regarding a policy matter 
like this it docs not remain confined to one particular region 
alone but it assumes the character of nn universal policy 
decision covering all the regions under the Head Quarters 
office of Ihe E S.f. Tn the meantime merit lists have been 
prepared in many regions on the basis of test held in 1971, 
1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975 in some other regions and as per 
the case of the E.S.l. Corporation promotions have already 
been effected to some extent on the basis of merit lists from 
1971 to 1975 in some regions and many more panelled candi- 
dates could not be promoted in some regions for want of 
vacancies out of the merit list of 1970, So if the merit list 
of 1970 of Bihar region is extended, it must necessarily be 
lhal 1970 merit list of other regions have to be extended, and 
this may create a crisis which cannot hut have an All India 
repercussion. 

In their written statement the Union has stated In 
one place that the Corporation is morally bound to extend the 
validity of merit list prepared on the basis of test held in 1970 
till it is exhausted. I do not go so fai n s to deteimine the 
moral obligation of the corporation. But if it is actually a 
fact that only 2 or 3 qualified candidates on the basis of 
merit list prepared in 1970 could not be promoted for want 
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of vacancies in Bihar legion, the Corporation may see to 
it if something can he done for them on considerations out 
side the legal squabbles before us. 

In the result, the action of the management of the Em- 
ployees' State Iiisniance (.operation, Patna, in not extending 
the validity of the ment list dnwn on the b isis of the test 
held on 28-6-1970 for promotion of Lower Divis'on Clerks 
as Upper Division Clerks beyond 30-4-1972, ii justified. The 
workmen are, therefore, entitled to no relief. 

This is my Award.

AWARD 


The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by its Order 
No. L-I9012/ 16/75/DIIIA, dated 23rd August, 1975, refer- 
red an industrial dispute existing between tbe employers in 
relation to the management of Samla Dalurband Colliery, 
Samla Group, Samla Kendra Colliery, P. O, Pandevashwar 
and Iheir workmen, to this Tribunal for adjudication The 
reference reads as : 

“Whether the action of the management (Coal Mines 
Authority Limited) of Samla Dalurband Collieily, 
Post Office Pandaveshwar, District Burdwan by ter- 
minating (he services of Shri S. C. Singh, Assistant 
Labour Welfare Officer, N. Banarjee, Despatch 
Cleik. A Ghosh. Assistant Store Keeper and A. 
Sinha, Assistant Bill Clerk, with effect from 7th 
March, 1973 was justified ? If not, to what relief 
arc the said workmen entitled?" 

2. This reference relates to the alleged termination of ser- 
vice of four workmen, Svs, S. C. Singh, N. Bancrjce, A Ghosh 
and A. Sinha, with effect from 7th March, 1973 whjle they 
were regular workmen of one Samla Dalurband Colliery, 
P.O. Pandaveshwar, District Burdwan. 


3. The aforesaid colliery was taken over by the Coal Mines 
Authority Limited with effect from 1-3-1973 after the Coal 
Mine indushy was nationalised. The case of the workmen 
is set out in the written statement filed by the union on their 
behalf. There it is alleged that they joined the colliery in 
Novembei /December, 1972; that they continued to work 
upto 7lh March, 1973; while so it is alleged, their services 
were terminated without any notice or reason. The Coal 
Mines Authority in their wiitten statement contended that 
these four workmen have never been attached to the erst- 
while colliery and Lhat they were never their workmen and 
as such it is ullcged that they arc not bound to entertain 
the workmen and reinstate them in service. 

4. When the leference came up for hearing to-day, the 
General Secretary of the Union held an application for ad- 
journment. No valid leason is set out in the application 
for adjournment. The Secretary himself does not know as 
to the reason why the concerned workmen did not turn up. 
The application for adjournment was therefore dismissed 
and the workman were declared ex-parte. 

5 On behalf of the management one Sri Ramawtar Soni, 
who was a workman of the erstwhile colliery was examined, 
lie proved the case against the workmen. It is relevant in 
this regard to point out that three of the workmen except 
Sri S. C. Singh, had filed applications before the Tribunal 
alleging that they had no claim whatsoever on the manage- 
ment and therefore a ‘no dispute’ award may be passed in 
the case. The correctness of these applications is not dis- 
puted. So, the case against three of the concerned workmen 
docs not arise for consideration. 

6. The case of Sri S. C. Singh was that he joined the 
service of the colliery in November/December, 1972. In this 
regard the management has produced Ext. M-l, Attendance 
Register of the colliery for the year 1972. Item 14 in the 
first page of Ext. M-l was alleged to be the name of Sri 

S. C. Singh, described as a workman in the attendance regist- 
er. The evidence is that the names of Sri S. C. Singh and 
other workmen weic written in fresh ink and that thev never 
figured as workmen during the period, It is also clear 
frtom the entries made for the month of December in Ext. M-J. 
Against Item 13 to Item 15 in Fxt. M-l for the month of 
December, 1972 the names of Sri S. C. Singh and others 
appear as workmen. These entries were also found to he 
written in fresh ink. The evidence was that the brother of 
Sri S. C. Sir.gh was the Manager of the colliery during the 
period and he had illegally inserted his name in the register 
as workman. Their right as workmen of the colliery has 
also been disputed by a large section of other workmen of 
the colliery by sending a petition, Ext. M-2, to the manage- 
ment, The evidence of the management’s witness has to he 
accepted. He was not cross-examined though the General Sec- 
ictary of the union was present before the Tribunal during his 
examination. Having accepted the evidence, the only con- 
clusion possible is that Sul S. C. Singh was not a workman 
of the erstwhile colliery and that the termination of his ser- 
vice with effect from 7th March, 1973 was justified, 

7. In the result, a ‘no dispute' award is passed ex-parte 
against the four workmen in the reference holding that they 
are not entitled to be reinstated or to be paid any wages for 
the period of thelii alleged unemployment.

AWARD 

The central Government have made the following reference 
to this Tiibunal for adjudication : — 

‘‘Whether Shi i Jogindra Mohan Goswami, Cashier, Allaha- 
bad Bank, Jaipur branch is entitled to annual in- 
crements from the 2nd December, 1972 ? If so, the 
amount thereof ?” 

The Statement of claim has been filed on behalf of the 
Rajasthan Bank Employees Union. The facts aic short and 
simple. Shri Jogindra Mohan Goswami was appointed as 
Cashier in the Allahabad Bank, Jaipur with effect from 
2-12-71. It is admitted that he was appointed temporarily and 
worked as such upto 1-5-73 and which effect from 2nd May, 
1973 he was appointed on probation. The claim of this work- 
man is that he should be granted annual increment with effect 
from 2-12-72 when he completed one year’s service. In the 
same way second increment fell due on 2-12-73 and another 
on 2-12-74. It is alleged that bank allowed first increment to 
this workman with effect from 2-5-74 when he had completed 
one year's service after his appointment ns probationer. The 
workman has, therefore, claimed three increments with effect 
from 2-12-72. 


In reply to this statement it is contended on behalf of the 
bank that the workman is "ntitied to annual increment only 
when he has been confirmed on the post. Since the work- 
man was appointed temporally pn 2-12-71, he could not 
be given annual increment on 2- 12-72, 2-12-73 and 2-12-74 
because during this peiiod he was not confirmed. It is also 
admitted on behalf of the bank that after serving the bank 
fiom 2-12-71 to 2-5-73, the workman was appointed on pro- 
balion and when he completed one year’s service, he was 
granted annual inclement with effect from 2-5-74. 

Since the facts were not denied no evidence was led from 
either side. Arguments were heard. The simple point for 
consideration is whether the workman is entitled to annual 
increment after putting in one yciu’s service, though he may 
be a temporary employee. In suppoit of this contention on 
behalf of the workman Shri Khandelwal has referred to By- 
partite settlement dated 12th October. 1970. He has submitted 
that at page 2 para 5 of the uniform pay scales granted 
refers to all full time workman other than those belonging 
to the subordinate staff. Similarly in para 7 the uniform 
pay scales icvised apply to all full lime workman who are 
members of the subordinate staff. That shows that the words 
all full time workmen include temporary workmen also. If 
this settlement intended to exclude temporary workmen then 
the words “all full time workmen” would not have been used. 
Then Shri Kbendelwal has referred to para 9 at page 4 where- 
in graduated increments have been allowed, even to part-time 
workmen. When annual increments and graduated increments 
are allowed to part-time workmen, then temporary workmen 
cannot be excluded from the annual increments. Therefore, 
(he contention raised on behalf of Ihe bank that annual in- 
crements are not allowed to temporary employees cannot be 
accepted. In this connection Siui Khandelwal has referred to 
para 508 of the Shastri Award of 1953 in which temporary 
employees have also been classified under employees. Later 
on this award was amended by the Desai Award in 1962 
wherein at para 16.11 it has been laid down that ‘‘Wherever 
any provision of the award is not intended to be applicable 
to them, the same has been specified at the proper place,” 
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That means that temporary woikmcn or cmplovccs have not 
been excluded tiom the application of (lit awant. Subsequent 
to this awjiJ the liisl Bi-partitc settlement of 1966 came 
into foice wherein also the words “full time woiknaen” have 
been used which mean to include temporary woikmen also. 
In he first Bi-partitc settlement also graduated increments 
have been granted to part-time workmen also. All these awards 
show that annual increment was permissible to temporary 
employees also. 

It is further argued on behalf of the management that 
annual increment was premissible to confirmed workmen only 
and in this connection reference is invited to a letter from 
the Minislry of Labour dated 24(h January, 19 75 in which 
the demands of the worker for confiimation six months after 
the orignul dale of appointment and conferring of other bene- 
fits with retrospective effect were held to be unjustified. But in 
my opinion the demand of annual increment with effect 
from the date when he completed one year of service is not 
covered by this letter. 'I he veiy fact that the demand was 
recommended for the adjudication shows that the Govern- 
ment had not rejected this demand of the woikmcn. The bank 
has gianted annual increment after the workman has complet- 
ed one year’s service with effect fiom the dHte of appointment 
as probationer, although the woikman had been working as 
temporary employee with effect from 2-12-71. There seems 
to be no justification in refusing annual increment to this 
temporal y workmen with effect liom the date when he had 
completed one year's seivicc on 2T2-72, As has been observed 
above, the intention of the two awards and two Bipartite 
settlements also appear to be the same. I, therefore, hold that 
Shri Jogindra Mohan Goswami is entitled lo annual incre- 
ment @Rs. 10/- from 2nd Dcccmeber, 1972. The leference 
is answered accordingly, It be sent to the Central Government 
for publication.

The statement of claim on behalf of the workman was 
filed by the All India Punjab Employees Association, 1 he 
jeply on behalf of the bank management was filed on 15-12- 
1970 and a rejoinder on behalf of the Union was filed on 
19-2-71. The case was fixed for the evidence of the Union 
but before it could be recorded, a prayer was made on behalf 
of the management that it wanted, to lead fresh evidence to 
prove the charge against the workman. The request was ac- 
cepted and the management was allowed to lead fresh 
evidence. Before the evidence of the management could be 
completed the parties sought adjournment for settling the mat- 
ter outside the Tribunal. Today when the case wa9 fixed for 
further evidence of the management, the parties filed a settle- 
ment deed arrived at between them. The claim of the work- 
man Shri B. K. Gupta was whether the action of the Punjab 
National Bank, Central Office, Indore in terminating the ser- 
vices of Shri Gupta with effect from 3rd April, 1969 was 
justified. The parties have now settled the dispute finally by 
agreeing to pay a lumpsum of Rs. 10,000 to Shri B. K. 
Gupta in full and final settlement of his claim, in addition 
to the three months’ salary and allowance in lieu of notice 
which he was to receive at the time of termination of his 
service. The bank has also agreed to pay bonus for the period 
from 1st January, 1968 to 4th June, 1968 as declared by 
the bank as per the Staff Department Circular dated 11-7-68. 
The payment of these amounts shall be made available to 
Shri B, K. Gupta by the end of April, 1976. During the 
pendency of this reference Shri Gupta attained the age of 
superannuation on 15-9-1970 and he would have normally 
retired with effect from that date. Therefore the question of 
his reinstatement does not arise now. He cannot now claim 
for being reinstated in service even if the reference had been 
answered in his favour.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 29th May, 1976 

S.O. 1814. — Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do for the de- 
velopment of the export trade of India that certain ceramic 
sanitary appliances shall be subject to Quality control and 
inspection prior to export; 

And whereas the Central Government hus formulated the 
proposals specified below for the said purpose and has for- 
warded the same to the Export Inspection Council, as re- 
quired by Sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspccion) Rules, 1964; 


Now, therefore, in pursuance qf the said sub-rule, the Cent- 
ral Government hereby publishes the said proposals for the 
information of the public likely to be affected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to for- 
ward any objections or suggestions with respect to the said 
proposals may forward the same within thirty days of the 
date of publication of this order in the official Gazette to 
the Export Inspection Council, World Trade Centre, 14/ IB, 
Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1. 

PROPOSALS 

(1) to notify that ceramic sanitary applicances shall 

be subject to quality control and inspection prior to 
export; 

(2) to specify the type of quality control and inspection 

in accordance with the draft Export of Ceramic 
Sanitary Appliances (Quality Control and Inspec- 
tion) Rules, 1976 set out in the Annexure hereto 
as the type of quality control and inspection which 
shall be applied to such ceramic sanitary appliances 
prior to export; 

(3) to recognise the specifications of the contract as 
agreed upon between the buyer and the seller; 

(4) to prohibit the export, in the course of internationl 

trade, of such ceramic sanitary appliances, unless 
every consignment thereof is accompanied by a 
certificate issued by any of the Agencies established 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) to the effect 
that consignment of ceramic sanilary appliances 
satisfies the conditions relating to quality control 
and inspection and is export-worthy. 

3. Nothing in this order shall apply to the export by land, 
sea or air, of samples of ceramic sanitary appliances to pros- 
pective buyers. 

4. Tn this Order, ‘Ceramic sanitary appliances’ shall 
mean— 

(1) Glazed earthenware sanitary appliances. 

(2) Vitreous sanitary appliances. 


ANNEXURE I 

[Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of 
the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963)] 

1. Short title, — These rules may be called the Export of 
Ceramic Sanitary Appliances (Quality Control and Inspec- 
tion) Rules, 1976. 

2. Definition. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a) "Act" means the Export (Quality Control and Ins- 

pection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963); 

(b) “Agency” means any one of the agencies, establish- 

ed under section 7 of the Act at Cochin, Madras 
Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi; 

(c) “Ceramic Sanitary Appliances” means the following 

ceramic sanitary appliances, namely ; — 

(1) Glazed earthenware sanitary applicances 

(2) Vitreous sanitary appliances; 

(d) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to these 
rules. 


3, Quality Control and Inspection. — (1) The quality con- 
trol of ceramic sanitaij appliances shall be ensured by the 
manufacturer by effecting tho following controls at different 
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stages of manufacture, preservation and packing of the pro- 
duct, namely : — 

(i) Purchase and raw material control 

(a) Purchase specifications shall be laid down by the 
manufacturer incorporating the properties of raw 
materials to be used. 

(b) Either the accepted consignments shall be accom- 
panied by a supplier’s test and inspection certificate 
corrobor ating tne requirements of the purchases spe- 
cifications, in which case occasional checks shall be 
conducted at least once in 10 consignments by the 
purchaser for a particular supplier to verify the cor- 
rectness of the aforesaid test or inspection certifi- 
cates or the purchased material shall be regularly 
tested and inspected either in the laboratory within 
the factory or in an outside laboratory of test house. 

(c) The sampling for inspection or test to be carried out 
shall be based on the recorded investigations. 

(d) After the inspection or test is carried out, systema- 
tic methods shall be adopted in segregating the ac- 
cepted and rejected materials and for disposal of the 
rejected materials. 

(e) Adequate records in tespect of the aforesaid controls 
shall be regularly and systematically maintained by 
the manufacturer. 

(ii) Process control 

(a) Detailed process specification shall be laid down by 
the manufacturer for different processes of manufac- 
ture. 

(b) Equipment and instrumentation facilities shall be 
adequate to control the processes as laid down in 
the process specification. 

(c) Adequate records shall be maintained by the manu- 
facturer to ensure the possibility of verifying the 
controls exercised during the process of manufacture. 

(iii) Product control : — 

(a) The manufacturer shall have cither his own testing 
facilities or shall have access to such testing facilities existing 
elsewhere to check up whether the product conforms to speci- 
fications recognised under section 6 of the Act. 

(b) Sampling for test and inspection to be carried out 
shall be based on the recorded investigation. 

(c) Adequate records in respect of sampling and test car- 
ried out shall be regularly and sytematicafly maintained. 

(d) The minimum levels of conrto] to check the products 
shall be as specified in Schedule I. 

(iv) Preservation Control : — 

The product shall be well preserved both during the stor- 
age and the transit. 

(v) Packing control : — 

Packing specifications shall be laid down with a view to 
satisfying controls mentioned in Schedule 11 for packing of the 
products. 

(2) The inspection of ceramic sanitary appliances intend- 
ed for export shall be carried out with a view to ensuring that 
the quality control in accordance with sub. rule (1) has been 
exercised at the relevant levels satisfactorily and the ceramic 
sanitary appliances conform to the specifications recognised 
for the purpose. 


4. Procedure of inspection. — (1) The exporter intend- 
ing to export a consignment of ceramic sanitary appliances 
shall give intimation in writing of his intention to do so to the 
agency and submit along with such intimation, a declaration 
that the consignment of ceramic sanitary appliances has been 
or is being manuf achieved by exercising quality control mea- 
sures laid down in rule 3 and that the consignment conforms 
to the requirements of the specifications recognised for the 
purpose. 

(2) The exporter shall also furnish to the agency, the 
identification marks applied on the consignment, 

(3) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) 
shall reach the office of the agency not less than seven days 
prior to the despatch of the consignment from the manufac- 
turer. 

(4) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under 
sub-rule (1) the agency, after satisfying itself that during the 
process of manufacture, adequate quality control as provided 
in rule 3, has been exercised, shall carry out the inspection 
of the consignment in accordance with the instructions issu- 
ed by the Export Inspection Council from time lo time. 

(5) Tf after inspection the agency is satisfied that the 
consignment of ceramic sanitary appliances to be exported 
complies with the requirements of Rule 3, it shall within 
seven days of the receipt of intimation nod declaration under 
sub-rule (4), issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the 
consignment as export wort hy : provided that where the agency 
is not so satisfied, it shall within the said period of seven 
days refuse to issue such certificate and communicate such 
refusal to the exporter along with the reasons therefor. 

5. Place of inspection. — Every inspection under these 

rules shall be carried out either : — 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer of such pro- 
ducts, or 

(b) at the premises at which the goods arc olfercd by 
the exporter provided adequate facilitate for inspec- 
tion exist therein. 

6. Inspection fee. — Subject to a minimum of rupees 
twenty for each consignment, a fee, at the rate of thirty 
raise for every hundred rupees of f.o.b. value of each such 
consignment, shall be paid by the exporter to the Agency as 
inspection fee. 

7, Appeal, — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (5) of rule 
4, may within ten days of the receipt of the communication 
of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than three hut not more than seven 
pei sons, appointed foi the pm pose by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

(2) The panel shall consist of at least two-thirds of non- 
ollicials of the total membciship of the penal of experts. 

(3) The quorum for the panel shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed of within fifteen days 
of its receipt,
